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PREFACE 


In  this  booklet,  which  was  designed  as  a  partial  history  of  the 
Bogle  families,  the  author  has  included  facts  which  attest  the  an¬ 
tiquity  of  the  Bogle  name  in  Scotland  long  before  Columbus  had 
ever  set  his  foot  in  the  New  World. 

The  task  of  linking  the  different  branches  of  the  family  has 
been  a  difficult  one,  owing  to  the  incompleteness  of  the  records 
that  are  possessed  by  the  descendents.  But  by  piecing  together 
the  evidence  available  in  family  Bibles,  wills,  court  proceedings, 
and  family  data,  it  is  possible  to  get  a  fairly  comprehensive  idea 
of  the  family  in  the  South. 

We  find  that  nearly  all  of  the  Bogles  of  Tennessee,  North 
Carolina,  and  Georgia  are  descendants  of  Joseph  Bogle  and  his 
wife,  Jean  Mclntrye  (or  Mclntryres).  Joseph  and  Jean  Bogle 
had  four  sons — Andrew,  James,  Joseph  and  Samuel. 

The  elder  Joseph  Bogle,  so  tradition  states,  was  one  of  several 
brothers  who  came  to  America  from  Scotland  in  the  pioneer 
days  of  American  colonization.  Therefore,  the  findings  on 
ether  branches  of  the  family  have  been  included.  For  in  time, 
the  fact  may  be  established  that  all  the  Bogles  are  related. 

Errors  are  bound  to  occur  in  tracing  the  different  lines,  owing 
to  incomplete  lists  of  ancestors  in  many  families.  An  accurate 
and  complete  family  history  would  be  almost  an  impossible  task 
for  one  person,  without  complete  coorepation  from  all  branches 

of  the  family - not  to  mention  the  unlimited  amount  of  time  and 

money  necessary.  However,  the  author  believes  that  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  names  are  listed  in  their  correct  family  groups.  The 
data  printed  is  valuable,  altho  some  of  it  may  appear  to  be  un¬ 
related.  These  fragments  of  fact  may  fit  into  some  future  gene¬ 
alogist’s  puzzle  in  such  a  mnner  as  to  complete  the  picture.  At 
any  rate,  this  material  may  serve  as  a  foundation  stone  upon 
which  future  historians  of  the  Bogle  family  may  safely  build. 

Credit  is  due  to  Miss  Anna  R.  Rupley  for  searching  out  the 
different  groups  of  the  Pennsylvania  Bogles,  and  for  supplement¬ 
ing  early  Pennsylvania  frontier  history  with  that  of  the  Bogle 
family.

After  every  male  who  married  and  had  a  fami¬ 
ly,  as  well  as  every  female,  whose  maiden  name  was  Bogle,  this 
serial  number  will  be  repeated,  where  he  or  she  is  shown  as  head 
of  their  family. 
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BOGLES  IN  THE  OLD  AND  NEW  WORLDS 

Bogle  is  a  Scotch  word  meaning,  literally,  ghost.  This  is  un¬ 
doubtedly  the  origin  of  the  legend  that  all  Bogles  are  descended 
fiom  the  clan  of  MacGregor.  The  MacGregors  who  escaped 
death  at  the  hands  of  their  enemies,  so  the  story  goes,  fled  into 
the  hills.  After  that,  they  appeared  infrequently,  and  were 
called  ‘‘children  of  the  mist.”  In  other  words  they  were  con¬ 
sidered  bogles,  or  ghosts. 

Up  by  yon  glen  Lock  Lamond  laves 
And  bold  MacGreggors  dwell! 

Where  bogles  dance  o  re  heroes  graves,  etc.” 

(author  unknown.) 

It  is  a  pity  to  spoil  a  good  story  with  unromantic  facts.  But 
when  we  know  positively  that  Patrick  Bogle  was  a  student  at 
the  College  of  Glasgow  in  1489 — over  a  hundred  years  before 
the  MacGregor  clan  was  outlawed  in  1603 — we  are  forced  to 
abandon  the  connection  with  the  clan  MacGregor. 

Then,  too,  Scotch  clans,  when  outlawed,  were  accustomed  to 
take  the  names  of  their  wives.  There  is  no  record  in  any  Scotch 
History  that  the  clan  MacGregor  ever  took  the  name  of  Bogle. 

This  information  was  given  to  the  author  by  Mrs.  D.  C.  Col¬ 
lier,  of  San  Diego,  Cal.  in  1932. 

Family  tradition  has  it  that  owing  to  political  upheaval  or 
clannish  feud  our  Bogle  ancestors  left  Scotland  going  to  Ireland. 
The  records  of  Glasgow,  Scotland  contain  the  names  of  numer¬ 
ous  Bogles;  so  this  is  probably  true.  They  emigrated  from 
County  Downe,  Ireland  to  Pennsylvania  and  from  Pennsylvania 
they  came  to  Rockbridge  Co.  Va.,  later  moving  to  Blount  Co. 
Tennessee. 

David  Murray,  in  his  “Memories  of  the  Old  College  of  Glas¬ 
gow,”  says  that  the  Bogles  are  an  old  and  influential  Glasgow 
family.  He  quotes  as  follows  from  an  interesting  old  poem. 

“The  Legend  of  Sr  Launcelot  Bogle 

“Then  I  straightway  did  espy,  with  my  slanting,  sloping  eye, 
A  carved  stone  hardby,  somewhat  worn; 

And  I  read  in  letters  cold,  ‘Here  lyes  Launcelot  ye  bold, 

Off  ye  race  of  Bogile,  old  Glasgow  borne.’ 
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From  the  time  of  Patrick  Bogle  in  1489  to  the  present  day, 
the  Bogles  have  been  actively  identified,  both  as  students  and 
officers,  with  this  same  College  of  Glasgow.  In  *ie  seventeenth 
and  eighteenth  centuries  we  find  Bogles  attending  schools  in 
Haddington,  Edinburgh,  and  Leyden  University  in  Holland. 
They  traveled  in  Europe,  and  made  trips  to  the  West  Indies,  and 
to  Virginia  in  the  New  World. 

Clement  R.  Markham,  in  his  “Narratives  of  the  Mission  of 
George  Bogle  to  Tibet,  '  states  the  George  Bogle  was  the  first 
white  man  ever  to  make  this  trip. 

Mr.  Markham’s  book  contains  much  valuable  data  about  the 
Bogle  family.  George  Bogle’s  brother  Robert  was  the  Bogle 
in  the  firm  of  Bogle  and  Scott,  which  will  be  noted  in  another 
connection  a  little  further  along.  John  Bogle,  who  was  a  mer¬ 
chant  in  Falmouth,  Virginia,  on  the  Rappahanock,  was  another 
brother  of  George.  This  John  Bogle  fought  in  the  Revolution¬ 
ary  War,  and  on  the  American  side. 

The  Glasgw  Bogles  were  people  of  property,  education,  and 
prominence  ,as  the  publications  of  the  Maitland  Club,  the  Scott¬ 
ish  Records  Society,  and  the  Matriculation  Albums  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Glasgow  all  attest.  As  early  as  1500,  Margaret  Bogle 
sold  inherited  property.  We  find  that  Bogles  were  interested 
in  land  for  new  streets,  park,  and  other  civic  improvements. 

In  it  especially  interesting  to  note  that  the  Bogles  loved  beauti¬ 
ful  homes.  The  guide  books  of  Glasgow  and  its  vicinity  list 
“Daldowie,’’  an  old  Bogle  home  on  the  river  Clyde,  as  one  of 
the  beautiful  show  places.  “Gilmoehill,”  another  old  Bogle 
home,  is  described  in  seveal  books  about  old  Glasgow.  Indeed, 
the  present  University  of  Glasgow  occupies  another  old  Bogle 
home.  And  one  of  the  Bogles  willed  his  library  to  this  Univer¬ 
sity. 

Mr.  Robert  Bogle  of  Belleville,  Ontario  wrote  in  1 898  that 
“the  Bogies  had  built  a  large  Presbyterian  church  near  Glasgow, 
Scotland,  and  placed  the  Bogle  crest  on  the  steeple.’’  He  stated 
further  that  it  is  still  standing  and  that  the  crest,  a  ship  in  full 
sail,  with  the  motto  “Spes  Meliora  Vehor’’  is  still  visible  after 
having  withstood  the  wnds  of  Scotland  for  a  hundred  and  fifty 
years.  (Translation  to  Motto:  Hope  Brings  Better  Things.) 

Many  of  the  Bogles  were  merchnts,  an  owners  of  their  own 
ships.  In  1  62i6,  we  find  record  of  John  Bogle  paying  custom 
duty  on  goods  brought  in.  And  in  1  689  we  are  told  that  Wil¬ 
liam,  James,  and  John  Bogle  petitioned  the  Lords  of  the  Privy 
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Council  for  the  return  of  their  ship  ‘‘Concert’’  of  Glasgow.  This 
ship  had  been  taken  by  a  French  man-of-war,  and  afterward  re¬ 
taken  by  one  of  His  Majesty’s  ships.  On  Dec.  10,  1692  we  note 
that  James,  George,  Robert  the  elder,  William  the  younger,  and 
John  Bogle  all  signed  an  obligation  to  load  and  unload  vessels 
nowhere  on  the  Clyde  except  Newport  and  Glasgow. 

In  the  New  World,  the  Virginia  Colonial  Records  mention  the 
arrival  and  departure  of  Bogle  ships  at  the  ports  of  Virginia. 
The  Virginia  Records  also  show  that  Bogles  bought  and  sold 
property  in  that  state.  When  the  London  firm  of  Bogle  and 
Scott  (Glasgow  family)  went  into  bankruptcy  in  1  773,  most  of 
their  assets  were  found  to  be  in  America. 

A  great  many  Bogles  from  Glasgow  settled  in  the  colonies 
and  in  the  West  Indies  prior  to  the  Revolution,  according  to  the 
records  of  Glasgow,  and  of  the  Coloines.  There  is  an  account 
of  Alexander  Bogle,  a  soldier  in  Captain  Oliver’s  company  in 
Boston,  as  early  as  1672.  He  was  wounded  in  the  great  battle 
cf  December  19,  1675.  In  July  1712,  William  Bogle  lived  on 
Little  River,  in  North  Carolina.  Later,  he  removed  to  Tennes¬ 
see. 

Solomon  Bogle  and  his  wife,  Susanna  Pelletreau,  were  French 
Huguenots.  Their  son  Benjamin  was  born  in  New  Jersey, 
March  1  7,  1  736,  and  the  birth  is  recorded  in  French. 

Edward  Bogle  was  in  the  Militia  of  Augusta  County,  Virginia 
in  1  742.  Joseph  Bogle  bought  land  in  that  County  May  2, 
I  780.  There  was  a  James  Bogle  in  Hampshire  Co.  Va.  in  1782, 
also  one  listed  in  the  census  of  the  same  county.  John  and  Pat¬ 
rick  Bogle  were  merchants  in  Augusta  Cunty,  Virginia  in  1751. 
Robert  Bogle,  Jr.,  and  his  partners,  all  of  Glasgow,  Scotland, 
bought  property  from  George  Washington  in  the  town  of  Fred¬ 
ericksburg,  Virginia  on  April  3,  1  753.  In  1  7|69  we  find  William 
Bogle  living  in  Spottsylvania  County,  Virginia. 

We  find  accounts  of  Bogles  from  many  states  who  fought  in 
the  War  of  the  Revolution.  There  were  seven  from  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  alone.  And  soon  after  the  Revolution  there  were  so 
many  Bogles  in  East  Tennessee  that  one  place  was  called  the 
“Bogle  Settlement.’’  This  locality  was  close  to  Eusebia  Church. 
In  an  early  article  written  by  Dr.  S.  T.  Wilson,  President  of  Mary¬ 
ville  College,  Tenn.,  in  1924,  we  learn  that  most  of  the  early 
settlers  of  that  community  were  Scotch-Irish  .He  relates  the 
following  incident  which  occured  in  1909,  While  I  was  visiting 
Londonderry,  N.  Ireland,  I  saw  among  familiar  names  that  every¬ 
where  appeared  on  the  business  signs,  the  name  of  Samuel  Bogle, 
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Stationer.  I  went  over  to  the  store  and  asked  Mr.  Bogle  what 
were  the  Christian  names  most  employed  in  his  family.  He  re¬ 
sponded,  Hugh,  Samuel,  James,  John  and  Andrew.  These 
names  are  all  found  in  three  generations  of  the  Eusebia  Bogles, 
i  visited  Mr.  Bogle’ s  father,  who  told  me  that  long  ago  members 
of  the  family  had  emigrated  to  America,  but  that  no  connection 
had  been  kept  up  between  the  families  separated  by  the  Atlan¬ 
tic  ocean.’’

The  Pioneer  to  Pennsylvania  &  Tennessee 

The  time  and  place  of  our  Scottish  ancestor  s  arrival  in  Ameri¬ 
ca  is  not  definitely  known,  but  tradition  places  the  family  in 
Pennsylvania  before  and  during  the  Revolutionary  period,  and 
we  find  that  the  earliest  Bogles  that  are  on  record  in  that  state 
were  in  the  counties  of  York  and  Cumberland. 

In  either  county  there  was  one  named  Joseph.  One  taking 
up  land  in  York  Co.  in  1750;  the  other  appearing  in  Cumberland 
in  1771.  It  is  possible  and  highly  probable  that  these  two  names 
represent  one  and  the  same  man,  for  the  Joseph  Bogle  who  set¬ 
tled  in  York  Co.  may  have  removed  to  Cumberland,  as  will  be 
shown. 

However  that  may  be,  the  Joseph  of  Fermanaugh  township, 
Cumberland  Co.,  is  undoubtedly  our  ancestor,  the  Joseph  Bogle 
who  married  Jean  McAntyre  in  1752  and  had  sons:  James,  Jos¬ 
eph,  Andrew,  and  Samuel. 

As  proof  that  there  were  these  brothers,  the  sons  of  Joseph, 
we  have  a  pension  application  made  by  Andrew’s  widow,  from 
which  we  quote: 

‘Andrew  Bogle,  Pennsylvania  and  Virginia,  R-1004. 

On  N  ov.  19th.,  1844,  Elizabeth  Bogle,  widow  of  Andrew,  a 
soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  applied  for  a  pension  in  Blount 
Co.,  Tenn.  at  the  age  of  9  7  years.  She  stated  that  Andrew  had 
enlisted  in  1  77  7  or  1  778  in  Cumberland  Co.,  Penn,  with  Captain 
Gibson  and  in  1780  he  served  with  Capt.  McTeer.  He  then 
moved  to  Rockingham  Co.,  Va.,  and  in  the  spring  of  1781  he 
enlered  service  in  Capt.  McCraner’s  company,  Col.  Benjamin 
Harrison’s  Regiment. 

“Andrew  and  she  were  married  in  York  Co.,  Penn.  May  24th., 
17  74  by  Rev.  Samuel  Thompson.” 

“Samuel  Bogle  of  Blount  Co.,  Tenn.,  aged  79  years,  testified 
that  he  was  a  brother  of  Andrew  who  married  Elizabeth  Camp¬ 
bell,  daughter  of  Hugh  Campbell  of  York  Co.,  Penn.  Andrew 
died  Nov.  29th.,  1813.  Father  died  in  1790.  Andrew’s  son, 
Andrew,  died  unmarried  in  1842.  Samuel’s  brother,  James, 
presented  Andrew  and  Elizabeth  with  a  large  pair  of  fire  tongs 
with  1774  cut  into  them  “fair  and  legible.” 

Samuel  had  lived  in  Blount  Co.  more  than  fifty  years. 
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tHe  had  the  family  record  of  his  parents,  Joseph  Bogle  and 
Jean  McAntyres  who  were  married  June  8,  1752,  in  Lancaster- 
shire.  (The  name  McAntyres,  McEntyres  and  McIntyres  or 
Mclntires  is  one  and  the  same).  The  family  moved  to  Blount 
Co.,  then  N.  C.,  now  Tenn.  in  1786. 

Their  children  were: 

Andrew  Bogle,  b  April  26,  1753 
James  Bogle,  b  June  22,  1755 

Margaret  Bogle,  b  Jan.  25,  1757,  d  Aug.  30,  1  7 5 _

O  Bogle,  b  Aug.  2,  1763,  d  Aug.  18,  1763

Jane  Bogle,  b  Dec.  27,  1766,  d  Apr.  18,  1767 

Agnes  Bogle,  b  March  20,  1769 

Jean  Bogle,  b  Oct.  3,  1771,  d  June  4,  1797 

Note  that  Andrew  Bogle,  the  Rev.  War  Pensioner,  Samuel 
Bogle,  the  Testator,  -and  James  Bogle,  the  donor  of  the  fire 
tongs,  were  brothers,  the  sons  of  Joseph  and  Jean  (McAntyres) 
Bogle. 

Also  note  how  the  foregoing  depositions  and  the  following 
deed  and  tax  assessments  agree,  identifying  our  Joseph  Bogle  of 
Fermanaugh  township,  Cumberland  Co.,  Penn. 

The  deed  recorded  at  Carlisle,  Deed  Book  1  E,  county  seat  of 
Cumberland,  bears  date  Feb.  19,  1779  and  shows  that  Andrew 
Bogle  and  wife,  Elizabeth,  of  Fermanaugh  township,  Cumber¬ 
land  Co.,  sold  to  Hugh  McElroy  of  same  place,  a  tract  in  Fer¬ 
manaugh  at  “Headwaters  of  Lost  Creek,”  etc. — the  same  tract 
which  William  Armstrong  conveyed  to  Joseph  Bogle  Jan.  8, 
1  779 — Joseph  Bogle  conveyed  to  his  son  Andrew  Bogle,  a  part 
of  this  tract  on  Feb.  19,  1  779 — .  Now  said  Andrew  conveys 
to  McElroy — . 

(Signed)  Andrew  Bogle 
Elizabeth  Bogle 

Note:  It  was  Andrew  s  widow,  Elizabeth,  who  applied  for  a 
pension  in  Blount  Co.,  Tenn.,  reciting  his  service  in  Cumberland 
Co.  Penn. 

Another  deed,  bearing  same  date,  Feb.  19,  1779,  shows  An¬ 
drew  Bogle  of  Fermanaugh  township,  Cumberland  Co.,  convey¬ 
ing  to  Hugh  McElroy,  etc. — A  parcel  of  land  situalte  on  the  West 
of  my  other  land  extending  toward  “Shaid  Mountain,”  etc. — 
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This  indenture  hears  Andrew’s  signature  but  not  his  wife’s — 
probably  an  oversight  on  the  part  of  the  recorder,  for  the  two 
conveyances  made  the  same  day  were  surely  made  by  the  same 
Andrew  Bogle  to  the  same  Hugh  McElroy. 

The  “Shaid  Mountain”  here  mentioned  should  be  Shade 
Mountain,  which  received  its  name  from  Shade  Gap,  a  pass  in 
the  range  to  which  the  pioneers  had  given  the  name  of  ‘‘Shades 
of  Hell”  on  account  of  forbidding  appearance.  As  the  coun¬ 
ties  now  are — Shade  Gap  is  in  Huntington. 

It  was  in  Fermanaugh  township  that  our  pioneer  Bogle  and 
Nelson  ancestors  settled,  which  will  explain  a  digression  from 
the  genealogy  of  family  to  that  of  county  and  township. 

It  was  not  until  Oct.  1736,  that  the  Indians  relinquished  their 
claim  to  the  land  lying  in  the  Kittochtinny  or  Cumberland  Val¬ 
ley.  In  that  year  the  Proprietaries  succeeded  in  effecting  what 
is  known  as  the  Purchase  of  1  736.  By  it  the  Province  ac¬ 
quired  the  territory  west  of  the  Susquehanna,  lying  between  the 
Blue  Ridge  Mountains  on  the  east  and  the  Kittochtinny  and  Tu3- 
corora  ranges  on  the  west,  constituting  the  present  counties  of 
Cumberland  and  Franklin. 

This  new  territory  was  annexed  to  Lancaster  Co.,  of  which  it 
remained  a  part,  until  1730,  when  it  became  a  separate  County 
under  the  name  of  Cumberland. 

The  new  lands  purchased  at  the  Treaty  of  Albany  in  July 
1754,  extended  westward  and  northward  to  a  rather  indefinite 
line  including  the  Junialta  and  other  valleys.  These  all  became  a 
part  of  Cumberland  county — the  county  seat  for  the  first  few 
years  at  Shippensburg  but  removed  to  Carlisle. 

To  cover  the  new  territory  west  of  the  mountains,  new  town¬ 
ships  were  erected,  Fermanaugh  being  among  the  earliest  was 
established  in  1754  or  early  in  1  755. 

When  in  1  789,  a  portion  of  Cumberland  Co.  lying  west  of  the 
mountains  was  cut  off  to  form  Mifflin.  A  large  part  of  the 
township  of  Fermanaugh  was  included  in  the  new  county. 

Again,  when  in  1834,  the  county  of  Mifflin  was  divided,  a 
portion  of  the  original  Fermanaugh  township  became  a  part  of 
the  new  county  of  Juniata.  Thus  we  find  in  Juniata  Co.  the 
locations  whereon  our  pioneer  Bogle  and  Nelson  ancestors  set¬ 
tled  in  Fermanaugh  township  in  Cumberland  Co. 
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Among  other  early  settlers  in  this  part  of  Fermanaugh  were 
Reeds  and  Scots. 

Quoting  from  a  “History  of  the  Juniata  Valley  and  its  People” 
(by  John  W.  Jordan,  Librarian  of  Penn.  Historical  Society — 
published  in  1913- —  Vol.  1,  pg.  15  7)  we  have  under  Fayette 
township,  Juniata  Co.: 

“Fayette  township  was  the  first  to  be  erected  after  Juniata  be¬ 
came  a  separate  county  and  was  formed  from  parts  of  Green¬ 
wood  and  Fermanaugh”  (This  was  in  1834). 

“No  permanent  settlers  here  until  after  the  land  had  been  pur¬ 
chased  from  the  Indians.”  (July  1754).  “On  Feb.  3,  1755, 
William  Armstrong,  John  Irwin,  David  Hoge  and  William  Gilt- 
nockey  took  out  warrants — . 

“In  1  756  all  the  settlers  in  that  part  of  the  valley  (Juniata) 
were  forced  to  abandon  their  homes  on  account  of  Indian  hos¬ 
tilities” — 

“Other  pioneers  in  Fayette  township  were  John  Quigley,  James 
Jamison,  Michael  Stull,  Joseph  Bogle,  Samuel  Sharon,  William 
Martin,  Epinetus  Hart,  Hugh  Watt,  etc.” 

(Page  158)  “Most  of  the  early  settlers  were  of  Scotch-Irish 
extraction  and  were  members  of  the  Presbyterrian  Church.  The 
Cedar  Springs  Church  was  organized  in  1  763  and  a  branch  of 
the  congregation  was  established  at  Lost  Creek.  It  became  an 
independent  congregation  in  1797,  and  a  log  house  of  worship 
was  built  by  Hugh  Watt.  A  school-house  was  built  on  the 
church  lot  in  1  799,  though  a  school  house  had  previously  been 
built  on  the  road  between  Oakland  Mills  and  McAllisterville.” — 

“The  villages  in  Fayette  township  are  McAllisterville,  Oakland 
Mills  and  Cocolamus.” 

(Page  159)  “Fermanaugh  township,  Juniata  Co. 

“Fermanaugh  township  was  eretced  by  the  Cumberland  Co. 
authorities  either  late  in  the  year  1  754  or  early  in  1  755.  The 
earliest  mention  of  it  is  in  a  deed  given  by  James  Patterson  to 
William  Armstrong  on  Apirl  20,  1755,  for  155  acres  of  land 
situated  in  Fermanaugh  township,  near  the  Juniata  River.  When 
it  was  first  created  it  included  all  that  part  of  the  new  purchase 
lying  north  of  the  Juniata  river  and  that  part  of  Mifflin  Go.  south 
of  the  river  extending  to  the  Black  Log  Mountain.  It  has  been 
repeatedly  reduced  in  size  by  the  formation  of  other  townships 
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until  now  oni,  a  small  part  of  the  original  territory  comprising 
it  bears  the  name  of  Fermanaugh.” — 

(Page  160)  “Among  the  first  settlers  were: 

Robert  Nelson,  Azariah  and  Robert  Reed  &c. — 

(Page  160)  “During  the  Revolutin  the  house  of  Robert  Nel¬ 
son  was  a  rendezvous  for  the  friends  of  the  American  cause. 
From  his  private  resources  he  raised  funds  to  pay  soldiers,  which 
devotion  to  the  cause  finally  placed  him  in  such  financial  straits 
that  he  sold  his  farm  near  Ceder  Springs  and  removed  to  Ohio.” 

“Fermanaugh  has  always  been  an  agricultural  community. 
1  he  borough  of  MifFlintown  is  the  only  town  or  village  of  con¬ 
sequence  within  its  borders.” 

(Page  25)  Under  Juniata  Co  s.  early  settlers  are  James  Scott 
and  Joseph  Scott  who  came  in  1  767. 

Other  settlers  included  “William  Reed.” 

Returning  to  our  imigrant  ancestor,  Joseph  Bogle  of  Ferman¬ 
augh  township,  Cumberland  Co.,  we  find  him  among  the  tax- 
ables  in  years  1  771-1  7  78. 

The  earliest  Cumberland  Co.  tax  assessments  published  by 
the  state  are  of  the  year  1778.  But  since  the  publication  of 
this  “Third  Series,  Penn.  Archives,”  some  earlier  lists  have  been 
gathered.  These  original  assessments  are  now  in  the  State  Ar¬ 
chivist’s  Dept,  at  Harrisonburg.  They  are  known  as  the  Zeamer 
1  axables,  named  for  the  man  who  collected  them  throughout 
the  various  townships  in  the  county. 

The  Zeamer  taxables  run  from  1767-1776  inclusive,  but  no 
Bogles  appear  until  1771  when  Joseph  is  assessed  for  the  first 
time  in  Cumberland  Co.

clusion  that  all  the  Bogles  departed  from  that  region  before 

1782. 

The  Joseph  Bogle  who  appears  in  1771,  Andrew  in  1  775  and 
James  in  1778  are  undoubtedly  our  Bogles — our  grand-sire  Jos- 
seph  and  his  sons  Andrew  and  James. 

Son,  Samuel,  the  affiant  in  the  Pension  application,  being  yet 
a  minor  when  the  family  removed  from  Penn,  would  not  appear 
on  the  tax  rolls. 

Of  Joseph  Bogle,  our  immigrant  pioneer  ancestor,  we  know 
little  beyond  the  facts:  that  he  married  Jane  McAntyres  on  the 
8th.  of  June,  1752,  in  Lancastershire;  that  he  was  living  in  Fer- 
manaugh  township,  Cumberland  Co.,  1771-1779  and  that  he 
died  Sept.  6,  1  790  in  Tenn. 

It  is  plain  that  the  above  Lancastershire  is  a  mistake;  that  it 
is  a  mis-nomer  for  either  Lancashire,  England,  or  Lancaster  Co., 
Penn.  (Will  be  taken  up  later.) 

The  last  appearance  of  Joseph  Bogle  as  a  taxable  in  Ferman- 
augh  township,  Cumberland  Co.,  so  far  as  we  have  lists,  was  in 
1778,  at  which  time  he  was  assessed  for  61  acres,  his  acreage 
having  dwindled  from  the  200  he  held  in  1771. 

We  have  seen  him  conveying  land  to  his  son  Andrew  in  Feb¬ 
ruary  of  1779,  so  our  inference  is  that  he  disposed  of  all  hi3 
holdings  near  about  that  time  he  fails  to  appear  among  the  tax- 
ables  of  1779  or  later  years. 
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We  next  pick  up  his  trail  in  Knox  Co.,  Tenn.  He,  like  his 
sons,  moved  on  to  the  southward.  They  were  a  restless  bunch, 
these  Scotch-Irish,  ever  looking  for  something  bigger  and  better, 
unmindful  of  the  hardships  entailed  in  the  settlement  of  a  new 
country. 

In  Knox  Co.,  Tenn.  records,  under  date  July  1  7,  1  792,  we 
find  the  Will  of  Joseph  Bogle,  Sr.,  dated  Dec.  14,  1  789;  Names, 
my  wife  Jean,  sons  Andrew,  James’  heirs,  Joseph,  Samuel,  and 
daughters  Agnes  and  Janet,  grandson  Joseph,  son  of  Andrew. 

Executors  to  be  my  sons  Andrew,  Joseph  and  Samuel. 

We  know  little  of  this  ancestor’s  subsequent  life.  We  have 
his  death  in  his  son  Samuel’s  affidavit,  which  places  it  on  the  6th. 
of  Sept.,  1  790,  and  have  located  his  tomb  stone,  which  bears 
the  same  date,  and  is  located  at  Eusebia  Cemetery  in  Knox  Co., 
F  enn. 

We  have  nothing  concerning  Jane  McAntyre  except  her  mar¬ 
riage  to  Joseph  Bogle  and  her  tomb  stone  (d.  June  14,  1797) 
at  Eusebia  Cemetery.  Of  the  ten  children  born  to  this  pioneer 
couple,  four  died  in  infancy,  leaving:

THE  YORK  COUNTY  JOSEPH  BOGLE 

We  here  introduce  Joseph  Bogle,  of  the  Co.  of  York,  who 
was  taking  up  land  as  early  as  1  750. 

We  present  him  in  this  place  because  of  the  probability  that 
he  is  the  same  Joseph  Bogle  as  our  ancestor  of  whom  we  have 
no  record  prior  to  the  year  1771,  when  he  appears  for  the  first 
time  on  the  assessment  rolls  of  Fermanaugh  township  in  the  Co. 
of  Cumberland. 

All  we  know  concerning  this  York  Co.  Joseph  is  gleaned  from 
two  deeds  recorded  at  York.  In  one  of  these  deeds,  dated  June 
l4,  1763,  (Deed  Book  B — Pg.  95)  Joseph  Bogle  of  Windsor 
township,  York  Co.,  Yoeman,  sold  to  Adam  Taylor,  a  certain 


improved  tract  of  land  whereon  my  brother,  William  Bogle, 
lately  dwelt,  situate  in  the  township  aforesaid,  adjoining  my 
other  lands  and  John  Burns,  containing  50  acres  &c — ,  being 
the  same  which  was  granted  unto  me  by  a  warrant  from  the 
Honorable,  the  Proprietaries,  of  the  Province” — bearing  date 
Sept.  10,  1750”  &c —  Taylor  paid  Joseph  Bogle  92  Lbs.  in 
full  for  this  tract  of  50  acres. 

The  account  deed  (Ibid — p  98)  dated  June  1  5,  1  763,  is  be¬ 
tween  Adam  Taylor  and  William  Bogle,  of  the  same  place, 
Weaver,  reads: 

“Wh  ereas  the  Proprietaries”  &c — “did  grant  unto  Joseph 
Bogle”  &c — ”a  tract  bearing  date  Sept.  10,  1  750 —  &  the  afore¬ 
said  Joseph  Bogle,  June  14,  1763  conveyed  &c —  to  Adam 
Taylor” —  now  Adam  Taylor,  who  is  owing  William  Bogle  62 
Lbs.  conveys  the  tract  of  50  acres  to  William  Bogle. 

Here  we  have  in  1763  a  Joseph  Bogle  in  York  Co.,  Penn, 
selling  land  that  had  been  warranted  to  him  in  1750  and  which 
adjoined  his  other  lands.  These  are  the  only  records  concern¬ 
ing  Joseph  Bogle  of  York  Co.  that  we  have  been  able  to  find. 
He  is  not  on  the  tax  lists,  but  we  have  none  of  York  Co.  earlier 
than  1779 — h6  years  after  Joseph  sold  that  tract.  We  have 
no  knowledge  of  when  or  how  he  left  that  county. 

That  he  died  in  the  county  of  York  seems  unlikely  since  there 
is  no  record  of  a  Joseph  Bogle  will  or  estate  settlement.  He 
owned  other  lands  adjoining  the  tract  he  sold  in  1  763,  but  there 
is  no  record  of  a  distribution. 

The  most  reasonable  view  is  that  Joseph  Bogle  removed  from 
York  Co.  some  time  after  1  763,  and  we  feel  justified  in  our  be¬ 
lief  that,  like  so  many  of  his  compatriots,  he  left  York  Co.  to 
settle  in  the  newly  acquired  part  of  Cumberland  Co.  and  is  the 
Joseph  Bogle,  our  ancestor,  who  appeared  in  Fermanaugh  town¬ 
ship  in  time  to  meet  the  1771  assessments. 

Of  course,  if  the  marriage  of  our  Joseph  Bogle  and  Jane  Mc- 
Antyre  in  “Lancastershire”  in  1752,  took  place  in  Lancashire, 
Eng.,  our  Joseph  could  not  have  been  the  Joseph  Bogle  who 
was  taking  up  land  in  York  Co.  in  1750.  However,  if  “Lan- 
castershire”  was  Lancashire — more  likely  it  was  in  Lancaster  Co. 
in  Penn. 

Samuel  Bogle,  in  his  affidavit,  copied  from  the  family  record 
kept  by  his  Father,  it  would  have  been  no  great  blunder  for  a

native  Scot  (or  Scotch-Irish)  like  Joseph  Bogle  to  use  “shire  ’ 
instead  of  “County,”  for  shire  is  a  term  he  was  accustomed  to 
hearing  and  using. 

In  neither  case,  whether  Lancashire,  Eng.,  or  Lancaster,  Penn, 
is  Lancastershire  absolutely  correct,  which  gives  room  for  ques¬ 
tioning  its  location,  whether  in  England  or  Penn.  If  in  Eng¬ 
land,  why  were  those  two  Scots  there?  The  Scots  and  Scotch- 
Irish  had  no  love  for  England  that  might  tempt  them  to  journey 
there  from  their  home  in  Scotland  or  North-of-Ireland.  If  in 
Penn.,  all  Joseph  Bogle,  of  York  Co.  had  to  do  was  cross  the 
Susquehanna  to  be  in  Lancaster  Co.,  an  earlier  settlement,  where 
churches  of  his  faith  were  already  well  established  and  where 
there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  finding  a  minister. 

There  seems  to  be  nothing  in  the  way  of  tradition  bearing  on 
the  early  movements  of  these  immigrant  ancestors  that  can  help 
to  decide  the  question.  But  there  is  one  fact  that  points  toward 
a  probable  prior  residence  in  York  Co.  for  our  Joseph  of  Cum¬ 
berland,  and  that  is  the  marriage  of  his  son,  Andrew,  to  Eliza 
beth  Campbell  of  York  Co.  in  1774. 

Our  Bogles  were  living  in  Fermanaugh  township,  Cumberland 
Co.  separated  from  York  Co.  by  the  Cumberland  Valley  and  its 
mountain  barriers,  the  ICittochtinny  and  Tuscarora  ranges  on 
the  west  and  the  Blue  Ridge  on  the  east — yet  Andrew  Bogle 
went  to  York  Co.  for  his  bride. 

As  travelling  was  in  that  day,  we  question  if  any  young  man 
would  have  journeyed  over  the  mountain  trails  and  across  the 
valley  to  go  courting  a  wife  in  York  Co.  unless  he  had  an  earlier 
acquaintance  with  the  maid. 

They  were  fellow  Scots,  we  know,  but  the  Cumberland  valley 
and  the  frontier  beyond  was  by  that  time  (1774)  well  peopled 
v/ith  that  race  and  Andrew  Bogle  could  have  found  a  bonnie 
lass  much  nearer  home,  had  not  his  affections  been  already  on 
the  one  he  had  known  in  the  county  of  York. 

It  has  been  said  that  in  Pontiac’s  War  (1763-64)  when  the 
settlers  were  driven  from  the  frontier  of  Cumberland  Co.  that 
700  families  found  refuge  in  Shippensburg  and  Carlisle.  These 
refugees  were  largely  Scotch  and  Scotch-Irish.  Among  them 
must  have  been  Robert  Nelson  who  fled  from  his  new  home  in 
Fermanaugh  at  this  time. 

The  Scotch-Irish  preponderance  in  the  settlement  of  Cumber- 
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land  county  was  all  owing  to  the  course  pursued  by  the  Provin¬ 
cial  Government  in  locating  the  immigrants. 

It  was  soon  after  the  erection  of  this  county  in  1750,  that: — 
“In  consequence  of  the  frequent  disturbances  between  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  and  the  Irish  (Scotch-Irish)  settlers,  the  Proprietaries  gave 
orders  to  their  agents  to  sell  no  land  in  either  York  or  Lancaster 
counties  to  the  Irish;  and  also  to  make  to  the  Irish  settlers  in  Pax¬ 
ton,  Swatara  and  Donegal  townships  (in  Lancaster  Co.)  advan¬ 
tageous  offers  of  removal  to  Cumberland  Co.,  which  offers,  be¬ 
ing  liberal,  were  accepted  by  many.”  Ref.:  Hist,  of  Franklin 
Co.  1  886  by  Beers. 

The  Quaker  governing  element,  alarmed  at  the  influx  of 
Scotch-Irish  and  Germans,  endeavored  to  keep  them  apart. 
Some  claim  that  in  this  they  actuated  solely  by  a  desire  to  pre¬ 
vent  friction  between  the  two  races  but  others  see  in  it  an  an¬ 
tagonism  between  the  conservative  Quaker  and  the  aggressive 
Scotch-Irish — a  story  in  itself. 

If  we  are  correct  in  our  theory  that  these  two  Bogles — Joseph 
of  York,  and  Joseph  of  Cumberland  are  one  and  the  same,  then 
our  pioneer  forebear  had  a  brother  William  living  in  York  Co. 
in  1  763 — the  “Brother  William’’  who  “lately  dwelt”  upon  land 
that  had  been  granted  to  Joseph  in  1750.  (Deed  book  B  Pg. 
95). 

This  leads  to  a  tradition  handed  down  in  the  family  of  Mal¬ 
colm  Bogle,  another  early  York  Co.  settler.  This  tradition 
given  us  by  a  descendant  of  the  Malcolm’s,  Mr.  A.  M.  Bogle, 
of  Kansas  City,  Kansas — in  that  three  brothers  came  to  this 
country  from  Downe,  Ireland;  that  one  or  two  went  to  the  South; 
the  other  one  or  two  remained  in  the  North. 

Malcolm  Bogle  died  in  York  Co.  in  1  799,  so  we  are  safe  in 
saying  he  remained  in  the  North. 

Of  William,  we  know  nothing  more  than  what  we  learn  from 
the  two  deeds  already  given.  He  is  not  on  the  York  Co.  assess¬ 
ment  lists  which  run  from  1  779-1  783. 

Of  our  grandsire,  Joseph,  we  know  he  left  Fermanaugh  town¬ 
ship  Cumberland  Co.  about  1779,  and  we  know  that  he  and  his 
sons  who  left  about  the  same  time  went  into  Virginia,  North 
Carolina  and  Tenn;  all  travelled  in  the  same  direction,  which 
gives  our  Joseph  a  chance  to  qualify  as  one  of  the  “one  or  two’ 
brothers  who  went  to  the  South. 
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ANDREW  BOGLE  (1) 

Andrew,  son  of  Joseph  and  Jean  (McAntyre)  Bogle,  of  Fer- 
manaugh  township,  Cumberland  Co.,  Penn.,  was  born  April  26, 

1  753. 

He  appears  among  the  Fermanaugh  taxables  in  the  year  1775, 
where  he  is  assessed  for  a  horse  and  cow.  He  had  not  yet  ac¬ 
quired  land,  was  probably  living  on  his  father  s  tract,  but  hav¬ 
ing  married  in  17  74,  he  was  now  a  householder. 

Andrew  s  next  appearance  on  the  tax  rolls  is  in  17  78  along 
with  his  Father  Joseph  and  his  next  younger  brother,  James. 
Flere  as  in  17  75  he  is  taxed  for  a  horse  and  cow  only,  which 
seems  strange  in  view  of  the  land  conveyances  made  to  Hugh 
McElroy  Feb.  19,  17  79.  However,  that  land  only  passed 

through  Andrew  s  hands,  having  been  conveyed  to  him  by  his 
father,  Joseph  Bogle,  the  same  day  that  he,  Andrew,  sold  to 
Hugh  McElroy.  Joseph  Bogle,  himself,  had  come  into  possess¬ 
ion  of  the  tract  only  the  month  before,  so  neither  had  it  long 
enough  to  be  assessed.  The  whole  transaction  may  have  been 
necessary  to  clear  up  some  business  before  moving  out  of  the 
state. 

1  here  was  but  one  Andrew  Bogle  in  Fermanaugh,  as  there  was 
but  the  one  Joseph  of  a  taxable  age.  The  17  78  roll  of  taxables 
is  the  last  record  we  have  of  this  father  and  son  in  Cumberland 
County. 

Andrew  Bogle  s  widow,  in  her  pension  application,  states  that 
he  enlisted  in  Cumberland  Co.,  Penn,  in  “77”  or  “78;“  that  he 
served  with  Capt.  McTeer  in  80,  then  moved  to  Rockingham 
Co.,  Va.  where  he  entered  service  in  the  spring  of  1781.  He 
then  in  1786  removed  to  Blount  Co.  (then  N.  C.)  now  Tenn., 
where  he  died  Nov.  29,  1813.  His  tombstone  at  Eusebia  ceme¬ 
tery  states  “First  owner  of  the  soil  under  which  he  lies.” 

Andrew  Bogle  married  May  24,  17  74  in  York  Co.,  Pa.  Eliza¬ 
beth  Campbell,  b.  March  4,  1  748,  d.  Sept.  4,  1845,  daughter  of 
Flugh  Campbell.  The  will  of  Andrew  Bogle  was  probated  in 
Blount  Co.,  Tenn.  Nov.  29,  1813.  It  mentions  wife,  Elizabeth, 
and  children:  Andrew,  Ann,  Joseph,  Hugh  and  Polly  (Mary). 

Elizabeth  (Campbell)  Bogle  made  her  will  Feb.  2,  1843,  pro¬ 
bated  Oct.  5,  1845,  names  her  son,  Joseph,  as  Executor,  and 
mentions  dau.  Ann,  wife  of  Martin  McTeer  and  granddaughter, 
Levinia.  She  is  also  buried  at  Eusebia. 
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Children  of  Andrew  and  Elizabeth  (Campbell)  Bogle:

JAMES  BOGLE  (2) 

James,  the  second  son  of  Joseph  and  Jean  (McAntyre)  Bogle, 
of  Fermanaugh  township,  Cumberland  Co.,  Penn.,  was  b.  June 
22,  1755,  d.  Dec.  18,  1786 — married  Nancy  (Patterson)  Nel¬ 
son  1761-1828,  eldest  daughter  of  Robert  and  Martha  (Patter¬ 
son)  Nelson  of  the  same  Co.  and  township. 

This  James  Bogle  made  his  first  appearance  on  the  taxable? 
of  1  778.  Born  in  1755,  he  should  have  been  taxed  in  ’77  and 
likely  was,  but  that  year  s  list  for  Fermanaugh  is  missing.  He 
comes  in,  however,  on  the  assessments  for  years  1  778-1  781  and 
in  all  four  is  classed  under  “Freemen,”  which  class  included  all 
unattached  men  owning  neither  land,  horses,  nor  cattle. 

Since  James  Bogle  did  not  marry  until  Jan.  1,  1782,  he  was 
rot  a  householder  in  those  years  and  would  properly  be  classi¬ 
fied  with  the  “Freemen*  a  list  corresponding  with  what  in  some 
counties  bears  the  caption  “Single  Men.” 

In  the  “First  State  Tax”  levied  in  1  7  78,  James,  along  with  ali 
other  Freemen,  was  taxed  1  lb.  10  shillings.  After  that  year 
the  Freemen’s  assessments  varied,  but  on  what  they  were  based 
we  are  unable  to  learn. 

In  1779  they  varied  from  3  lb.  to  10  lb.,  James  Bogle  being 
one  of  five  to  reach  the  1 0  lb.  limit.  Of  the  remaining  four, 
one  is  a  Robert  McDowell. 

Jn  l  780,  James  Bogle,  is  one  of  two  to  be  taxed  29  lbs.  1  5 
shillings,  Andrew  Neilson  appearing  for  the  first  time,  being  as¬ 
sessed  36  lbs.  5  shillings. 
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In  1781  J  ames  Bogle’s  assessment  is  55  lbs.  Andrew  Neil- 
son’s  is  the  same.  These  are  the  highest  with  the  exception  of 
two  who  are  assessed  60  lbs.  each.  The  lowest  assessment  for 
this  year  is  1  1  lb.,  1  0  shillings. 

It  is  here,  after  the  1781  assessment,  that  James  Bogle  disap¬ 
pears  from  the  public  records  of  Cumberland  Co. 

We  have,  however,  another  record,  the  handi-work  of  his 
wife,  Nancy  (Nelson)  Bogle.  It  is  an  old  sampler,  in  which 
she  stitched  with  a  skilled  hand  the  record  of  her  marriage,  of 
their  children’s  birth  and  of  her  husband’s  death,  given  herein. 

It  was  soon  after  their  marriage  that  James  and  Nancy  Bogle 
removed  to  Virginia,  where  their  children  were  born  and  where 
James  Bogle  died  in  a  little  less  than  five  years  from  the  time  of 
their  marriage.  Tradition  states  he  was  drowned  in  James  Riv¬ 
er,  Va. 

The  will  of  Joseph  Bogle,  Sr.,  dated  Dec.  14,  1  788,  and  pro¬ 
bated  July  l  792,  mentions  among  other  beneficiaries,  “James’ 
heirs.”  There  are  no  legal  papers  in  Blount  Co.,  Tenn.  to  show 
that  James  Bogle  ever  lived  there,  altho  we  know  his  wife  and 
children  did  live  there  after  1  786.  His  widow,  Nancy  (Nel¬ 
son)  Bogle  married  second  William  Scott  on  May  9,  1791. 

Of  the  parentage  of  Nancy  Nelson  Bogle: — her  falher  was 
Robert  Nelson,  b.  1725,  and  her  mother  Martha  Patterson,  b. 
1731.  They  lived  in  Lancaster  Co.,  Penn  where  they  married 
in  1751  at  Anderson’s  Ferry  on  the  Susquehanna. 

They  remained  at  Anderson’s  (now  Marietta)  for  several  years 
until  some  time  prior  to  1  755  when  they  removed  to  Cumber¬ 
land  Co.,  where  Robert  was  granted  a  tract  of  land  at  Cedar 
Springs  in  Fermanaugh  township.  This  location  (now  in  Juni¬ 
ata  Co.)  adjoined  a  tract  which  later  became  the  “Glebe  lands” 
of  the  Cedar  Springs  Church,  organized  about  l  763. 

Quoting  from  testimony,  his  son  David  Nelson  gave  in  a  law¬ 
suit  concerning  that  church  property,  we  have: 

“In  1  763  my  father  (Robert)  was  living  at  Cedar  Springs 
plantation  and  was  driven  off  by  the  Indians.  The  people  took 
refuge  in  Shippensburg  and  Carlisle.  In  1767  my  father  re¬ 
turned.” 

So  here  we  find  the  Nelson  family  well  established  in  Ferman¬ 
augh  at  the  time  when  Joseph  Bogle  and  his  family  moved  into 
the  township  and  within  the  bounds  of  the  congregation  which 
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Robert  Nelson  had  been  an  active  factor  in  establishing. 

James  Bogle,  2nd.  son  of  Joseph,  would  be  the  “brother 
James”  who  presented  to  Andrew  and  Elizabeth  the  large  pair 
of  tongs  with  1  774  cut  into  them  “fair  and  legible.”  The  donor 
of  those  tongs  was  not  necessarily  the  maker,  yet  he  may  have 
been  and  probably  was,  for  in  that  day  the  settlers,  many  of 
th  em,  did  their  own  smithing,  just  as  they  did  their  own  carpen¬ 
tering  and  other  work.  A  boy  of  1 9  could  easily  have  made 
tongs  whether  he  was  serving  or  had  served  the  regular  appren¬ 
ticeship  in  the  trade.

SAMUEL  BOGLE  (4) 

Samuel,  son  of  Joseph  and  Jean  (McAntyre)  Bogle,  being  a 
young  boy  in  1  778  when  his  father  made  his  last  appearance 
among  the  taxables  of  Fermanaugh  township,  Cumberland  Co., 
Penn,  naturally  accompanied  the  family  in  its  trek  southward 
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into  Virginia  and  eventually  into  Blount  Co.,  N.  C.  (now  Tenn.). 

Samuel,  in  his  affidavit,  tells  us  that  he  has  lived  in  Blount  Co. 
more  than  fifty  years  and  that  his  brother,  Andrew,  had  moved 
into  that  county  in  1  786. 

Samuel  Bogle  (4)  b.  May  24,  1765,  d.  Dec.  -17,  1852,  m. 
Sept.  14,  1  79  7,  in  Blount  Co.,  Tenn.,  Eleanor  Williams,  (d.  July 
10,  1852  — -age  7  7  years).  They  are  both  buried  at  Eusebia 
Cemetery. 

I  o  Samuel  Bogle  goes  the  credit  of  having  preserved  the  fam¬ 
ily  records  which  he  gives  in  testimony  Dec.  2,  1844,  and  is  re¬ 
corded  in  the  minutes  of  the  Blount  Co.  Court,  when  his  sister- 
in-law,  Elizabeth  Bogle,  widow  of  Andrew,  applied  for  a  widow  s 
Revolutionary  War  Pension.  This  is  the  only  complete  list  we 
possess  that  gives  the  children  of  Joseph  Bogle,  Sr.  and  that  of 
his  son,  Andrew.  it  is  interesting  to  note  here  that  his  grand¬ 
son  John  William  Bogle  of  Dalton,  Ga.,  was  another  Bogle 
Genealogist.  It  is  unfortunate  tho,  that  he  left  no  written  evi¬ 
dence  of  his  ability  as  a  genealogist,  or  we  probably  would  have 
a  fuller  account  of  the  family  here.  See  “Annals  of  Tenn.  by 
Ramsey,  Pg.  678.

J  46,  ‘Robert  Bogle  and  wife  Ann  Bogle  sold  land  to  James 
Dickson  on  waters  of  Mill  Creek;  branch  of  Buffalo  River,  on 
May  5,  1807;  joins  John  Poage,  Jacob  Hickman,  John  Mathews, 
crossing  Mill  Creek;  about  1  16  1/4  acres.”  Evidently  this  land 
sale  took  place  just  prior  to  the  time  the  family  of  Robert  Bogie 
left  Virginia  to  go  to  Blount  Co.,  Tenn.  We  find  in  Blount  Co., 
Tenn.  Vol.  V  Pg.  347,  “Nov.  19,  1846  Robert  Bogle  sold  to 
James  Henry  2  1/4  acres  off  the  original  Grant  by  State  of 
Tenn.  to  James  Scott’s  heirs,  and  to  the  line  of  Adrian  Ball  land.” 

He  owned  the  Adrian  Ball  land,  and  it  became  known  a3  the 
“Ball  Place.”  Deed  book  Y  1  1  0  in  1848 — Robert  Bogle  sells 
to  Andrew  Miller  39  acres  off  waters  of  Bakers  Creek,  said  land 
was  “entered  by  me  and  Grant  obtained  for  David  Reed,  Sr. 
and  afterwards  assigned  to  me  by  said  David  Reed,  Sr.” 

Robert  and  Anna  (Reid)  Bogle  lived  at  “Hyde  Park”  near 
Maryville,  Tenn.  and  they  are  buried  in  the  family  grave  yard 
on  his  land.  He  married  2nd.,  May  1  7,  1832,  Mrs.  Anna  (Bo¬ 
gle)  Boyd,  widow  of  Robert  Boyd.  There  were  no  children 
by  his  second  marriage,  she  had  a  daughter  by  her  first  marriage 
named  Ann  Elizabeth  Boyd  who  m.  March  8,  1838,  William 
Dunn.

EARLY  HISTORY  OF  EAST  TENNESSEE  AND 
EUSEBIA  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH 

By  Maj.  Will  A.  McTeer 
Aug.  28,  1924 

Originally  North  Carolina  extended  from  the  Atlantic  Ocean 
to  the  Mississippi  river.  The  state  was  one  of  the  original  col¬ 
onies  engaged  in  the  Revolutionary  War  which  ended  in  1783. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  the  colony  was  heavily  in  debt,  and 
hard  pressed  to  meet  the  payments  to  the  soldiers  and  other 
creditors. 

The  territory  west  of  the  Alleghany  mountains,  now  the  state 
of  Tenn.  was  mainly  a  wilderness,  and  occupied  by  the  Indians 
who  were  brutal  and  savage,  resisting  the  immigration  of  the 
whites.  A  kind  of  government  was  established  known  as  the 
territory  South  of  the  Ohio  river  which  was  for  the  whites,  and 
prevailed  for  some  time.  The  Indians  made  a  great  deal  of 


trouble,  from  time  to  time,  committing  massacres,  stealing  and 
plundering  the  whites.  North  Carolina  endeavored  to  secure 
funds  by  the  sale  of  lands  west  of  the  mountains,  which  at  that 
tjme  an  under  the  circumstances  could  not  succeed. 

The  people  west  of  the  mountains  called  for  help  in  their  dis¬ 
tressed  condition  by  the  aggressions  of  the  Indians,  but  the  State 
was  not  really  able  to  give  help  either  in  men  or  money.  In 
1783,  the  Legislature  opened  a  land  office  for  the  sale  of  the 
western  lands,  in  which  there  was  reserved  for  the  Cherokee 
Indians,  as  a  great  hunting  ground,  the  territory  south  and  west 
of  the  Tenn.  and  Holston  rivers,  and  of  the  French  Broad  and 
Big  Pigeon  rivers,  thence  with  the  dividing  ridge  between  the 
Big  Pigeon  and  Tuckaleechee  rivers. 

In  the  extremity  the  State  of  Franklin  was  formed  and  Gen. 
Sevier  became  Governor,  being  an  attempt  to  form  a  state  of 
what  is  now  Tenn.,  the  purpose  being  to  deal  directly  with  Con¬ 
gress  and  the  Indians,  and  otherwise  manage  their  own  affairs. 

On  May  31,  1785,  Gov.  Sevier  with  Alexander  Outlaw  and 
David  Kennedy  succeeded  in  holding  a  treaty  with  the  Indians, 
the  principal  chiefs  of  the  Cherokee  nation,  at  Dumplin  creek, 
in  which  he  succeeded  in  providing  for  concilliation  and  the  es¬ 
tablishing  of  a  line  between  the  whites  and  the  Indians  with  the 
ridge  dividing  the  waters  between  Little  river  an  the  Tenn.  river. 
That  was  the  only  treaty  by  the  state  of  Franklin. 

North  Carolina  did  not  recognize  the  State  of  Franklin  as  hav¬ 
ing  any  rights  and  powers,  and  therefore  ignored  the  provisions 
of  the  Dumplin  treaty  and  Sevier  being  powerless  to  render  the 
protection  or  provisions  agreed  on  in  behalf  of  the  Indians,  they 
also  ignored  the  treaty.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  terms  of  this 
treaty  that  part  of  the  territory  east  of  the  dividing  line  above 
shown  between  the  rivers  of  the  hunting  grounds  as  provided 
under  the  Act  of  Legislation  was  opened  for  occupation  by  the 
whites. 

The  result  was  that  there  was  a  tide  of  immigration,  in  which 
the  pioneers  brought  all  they  had,  and  rapidly  formed  settle¬ 
ments,  building  their  cabin  homes.  This,  of  course,  angered 
the  Indians,  and  they  attempted  to  drive  the  whites  back,  so 
there  were  massacres,  bloodshed,  tortures  and  troubles  such 
that  our  imagination  at  this  time  cannot  fully  picture  the  hor¬ 
rors. 

With  perhaps  the  first  company  of  immigrants  coming  here, 
there  was  a  sick  woman,  who  soon  died.  There  was  no  mater- 
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ial  from  which  to  make  a  coffin,  so  the  boards  were  taken  from 
a  wagon  bed,  and  a  rough  box  nailed  together,  on  which  the 
body  was  lain  and  she  was  buried,  being  the  first  burial  in  these 
grounds.  Her  name  and  the  particular  spot  of  her  grave  has 
been  lost  and  is  not  known  with  certainty.  At  one  of  the  home¬ 
comings  of  the  Eusebia  Church,  the  principal  speaker  told  of 
this  burial  just  as  gvien  above,  and  added  that  he  was  pleased 
to  say  that  the  particular  grave  had  been  found,  and  that  he  had 
seen  it  that  morning.  I  was  delighted  at  the  fact,  and  as  soon 
as  the  assembly  was  dismissed,  called  on  some  one  to  show  me 
the  grave,  and  was  taken  to  a  very  old  stone,  near  the  center  of 
the  grounds,  which  was  roughly  finished,  and  these  letters  “I. 

B.”  Sept.  6,  1  790. 

1  could  not  recall  that  I  had  ever  seen  it,  so  I  accepted  it  as 
being  the  grave  of  the  woman;  then  passed  down  to  the  older 
part  at  the  end  of  the  grounds,  and  there  my  cousin,  John  Mc- 
Teer,  James  Bogle  and  1  got  together,  examining  the  old  in¬ 
scriptions,  especially  of  the  Bogles,  when  my  eyes  fell  on  a  very 
old  stone,  dim  but  plain,  lettered:  “Joseph  Bogle,  died  Sept.  6, 
I  790.”  I  asked  my  companions  what  that  meant,  referring  to 
the  other  old  stone,  remembering  that  in  the  olden  time  the 
letter  “J”  was  not  used,  and  T  was  the  letter  for  both  sounds. 
John  McTeer  replied  he  was  present  when  the  grounds  were  be¬ 
ing  cleaned  and  the  stones  set  up,  and  that  the  first  stone  above 
mentioned  was  a  mere  guess,  that  it  had  been  buried  at  con¬ 
siderable  depth,  and  in  digging  was  unearthed  and  set  up  to  fill 
in  the  space.  Perhaps  three  or  four  years  after  that  1  found  the 
will  of  Joseph  Bogle,  who  died  Sept.  6,  I  790,  being  the  first 
will  recorded  in  Knox  Co.  and  in  the  will  he  gave  the  names  of 
his  sons,  Andrew,  Hugh,  Joseph  and  Samuel.  It  proved  to  be 
one  of  my  great-great  grandfathers.  The  inscription  on  another 
one  of  the  monuments  out  in  the  grounds,  shows  that  Andrew 
Bogle  was  the  first  owner  of  this  land,  and  he  was  my  great¬ 
grandfather,  and  one  of  the  most  prominent  men  in  the  forma¬ 
tion  and  establishment  of  our  coutry.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
court  for  many  years  as  shown  by  the  records. 

We  may  understand  from  this  that  there  were  as  many  as  two 
graves  in  the  grounds  as  early  as  1  790,  and  of  course  that  at¬ 
tracted  attention  to  the  spot  where  tender  memories  centered, 
and  the  place  when  the  time  came,  at  which  to  locate  and  estab¬ 
lish  a  house  of  worship. 

$ 

In  1  786,  Rev.  Archibald  Scott  came  down  to  the  frontier  on 
an  evangelistic  and  missionary  tour,  and  organized  F.usebia  and 
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New  Providence  churches.  The  Greek  word  Eusebia  meaning 
‘reverence  toward  God,  piety  religion.”  These  pioneers  were 
nearly  all  Scotch-Irish  Presbyterians  coming  from  the  Cumber¬ 
land  valley  in  Penn,  to  Rockbridge  and  Augusta  counties,  Va., 
thence  to  Knox  Co.,  N.  C.  (Tradition  coming  from  our  fathers 

inform  us - we  have  no  record  to  show  when  the  first  house  of 

worship  was  erected — that  the  first  preaching  place  was  under 
the  shade  of  a.  large  beech  tree  that  stood  near  the  spring.) 
Evidently  there  was  no  regular  pastor  or  supply  from  the  organ¬ 
ization  until  1  792,  but  the  ministers  of  the  early  times  were  ac¬ 
tive,  and  services  were  held  from  time  to  time  by  traveling 
preachers  until  Dr.  Blackburn  was  licensed. 

Col.  Jas.  C.  Murphy  who  grew  up  in  this  locality  and  remem¬ 
bered  Eusebia  church  well,  said  the  first  building  was  of  logs 
and  after  a  time  it  was  not  large  enough  to  accommodate  the 
congregation,  and  an  addition  was  added  which  was  framed  and 
weatherboarded.  Our  pioneer  fathers  were  believers  in  edu¬ 
cation,  and  when  a  church  was  organized  and  built,  a  school 
house  was  added  in  proximity,  so  the  school  house  was  erected 
down  by  the  side  of  the  grave  yard,  and  it  stood  there  until  a 
few  years  ago.  I  am  sorry  that  it  was  ever  torn  away.  It  was 
a  monument  to  the  memory  of  our  pioneer  Presbyterians  and  a 
reminder  of  devotion  to  education. 


OTHER  PENNSYLVANIA  BOGLES 
“ James  Bogle,  Smith” 

The  transcript  of  taxables  for  Fermanaugh  township,  Cumber¬ 
land  county  in  the  year  17  79  shows  a  “James  Bogle,”  smith”  in 
addition  to  the  James  Bogle  listed  under  “Freemen.” 

This  J  ames  Bogle  has  a  recognized  trade,  that  of  smith;  his 
taxable  property  consists  of  two  horses,  but  whether  he  is  mar¬ 
ried  or  single  and  what  his  age,  we  have  no  way  of  knowing. 

He  appears  only  that  one  year  and  we  find  no  further  trace 
of  him.  From  where  he  came  or  where  he  was  living  in  the 
following  two  years,  we  have  no  record.  He  apparently  be¬ 
longed  in  another  locality  and  strayed  into  Fermanaugh,  remain¬ 
ing  there  but  a  short  time. 

We  are  unable  to  place  him,  however,  his  trade  of  “smith’ 
brings  to  mind  the  fire-tongs  which  Samuel  says  his  brother 
James  presented  to  brother  Andrew  and  Elizabeth  in  1774,  and 
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raises  the  question  of  whether  this  James,  the  “smith”  could 
have  been  the  brother  of  Samuel  and  son  of  Joseph,  instead  ol 
James,  the  Freeman.  We  think  not.  We  claim  James,  the 
Freeman,  listed  with  the  Fermanaugh  taxables  of  1778-1781 
was  the  son  of  Joseph,  reached  his  majority  in  time  for  the  1777 
assessment  but  that  roll  is  missing,  therefore  1  778  marks  his 
first  appearance.  He  continued  for  four  years  (up  until  the 
time  our  James  Bogle  and  Nancy  Nelson  married)  on  the  list 
termed  “Freemen”  in  Cumberland  county — the  equivalent  to 
what  is  termed  “Single  Men”  in  some  counties. 


BOGLES  OF  YORK  COUNTY 

Since  Joseph  Bogle,  early  York  county  settler,  holding  land 
in  Windsor  township  from  1  750-1  763,  and  his  brother,  William, 
the  Weaver,  of  same  township  and  county  have  been  discussed 
in  connection  with  our  Cumberland  county  ancestor,  Joseph 
Bogle  of  Fermanaugh,  there  is  no  need  to  repeat  here  the  data 
relating  to  them. 

With  Joseph  and  William  thus  eliminated  we  have  left  in  York 
county,  so  far  as  the  records  show,  only  Malcolm  and  his  family. 

Malcolm  Bogle  of  Straban  township,  York  county,  Penn.: 

The  Pennsylvania  Archives  (series  3 — Vol.  21)  include  the 

taxables  of  York  county  in  years  1779 —  80 —  81 —  82  _ 83. 

They  show  Malcolm  Bogle  living  in  Straban  township  during 
that  period. 


In  1800  Straban  township  was  cut  off  from  York  county  and 
became  a  part  of  the  new  county  named  Adams.

It  is  plainly  seen  that  the  Bogles  on  the  Straban  assessment 
lists  were  all  members  of  Malcolm  s  family  with  the  possible  ex¬ 
ception  of  James,  who  is  assessed  but  the  one  year  1  780,  and  of 
whom  no  mention  is  made  in  Malcolm  s  Will. 

However,  James  may  have  died  before  Malcolm  which  would 
explain  the  omission  of  his  name  in  the  Will.  In  Malcolm  Bo¬ 
gie’s  will  the  surname  of  his  son-in-law  John  E  (?)  the  husband 
of  Jean,  was  difficult  to  decipher  and  remained  in  doubt  until 
we  found  Jean’s  marriage  in  the  Rev.  Alexander  Dobbins’  mar¬ 
riage  records  (188(6)  and  list  of  Adams  county. 

The  record  runs: 

“John  Bogle  and  Jane  Bogle  May  14,  1  792  in  Straban.’’ 

Her  brother  William’s  marriage  on  the  same  record  runs: 

“William  Bogle  and  Rebecca  Peden  Dec.  15,  1787  in  Hamil¬ 
ton  Bann.’’  Pg.  27  of  1886  History  of  Adams  Co.  Pa. 

William  Bogle’s  bride  lived  in  Hamilton  Bann  township. 
There  was  a  Samuel  Peden  living  there  in  1780  who  owned  600 
acres  of  land. 

It  is  Mr.  A.  M.  Bogle,  a  grandson  of  this  couple,  William  and 
Rebecca  (Peden)  Bogle,  to  whom  we  are  indebted  for  the  tra¬ 
ditions  and  accompanying  record  of  Malcolm  Bogle  and  his 
descenants. 
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This  record  shows  that  Malcolm  Bogle  had  a  grandson,  James 
Boggle,  son  of  Joseph,  b.  Aug.  29,  l  786,  which  agrees  perfectly 
with  the  statement  sent  us  by  Rev.  Howard  Agnew  Johnston, 
of  Milwaukee,  Wis.  concerning  his  grandfather,  James  Bogle, 
viz: 

“My  grandfather  James  Bogle  was  born  Aug.  29,  1  786  at 
Gettysburg,  Pa.  He  married  Sarah  Stewart  in  June  1816  at 
Frankfort,  Ohio.  They  lived  on  a  farm  near  Clifton,  Ohio,  in 
Clarke  Co.  and  he  died  July  16,  1859.  1  do  not  know  whethei 

he  had  a  brother  Robert  1  never  heard  my  mother  speak  of  an 
Uncle  by  that  name.  My  grandfather  did  have  a  brother  by 
the  name  of  Joseph  and  he  is  the  only  one  of  whom  I  heard  in 
my  childhood  days.”

Notes  regarding  the  descendants  of  Malcolm  Bogle  above 

Malcolm  Bogle  is  said  to  have  come  from  County  Downe, 
Ireland  at  an  unknown  date.  He  lived  in  York  Co.  Pa.  as  early 
as  1  788.  No  record  of  his  birth  or  death  is  known. 

Joseph  Bogle  I,  a  son  of  Malcolm  Bogle  came  from  Pa.  to 
Ohio  about  1808-10,  and  settled  in  Perry  Co.,  then  a  part  of 
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Fairfield  Co.  He  removed  from  there  to  Champaign  Co.  Ohio 
about  1818  or  1820,  and  died  there. 

James  Bogle,  son  of  Joseph  1,  went  to  Champaign  Co.  Ohio 
with  his  father.  He  went  from  there  to  Clark  Co.  Ohio,  then 
to  Green  Co.,  near  Cedarville,  Ohio,  and  died  there. 

William  Bogle  III,  another  son  of  Malcolm  Bogle,  came  from 
Pa.  to  Ohio  in  1  807  and  located  at  Hopewell  township,  Perry 
Co.  and  died  there.  Two  of  his  sons  Samuel  and  Holmes  lived 
and  died  in  Perry  Co. 

Samuel  Alexander  Bogle  and  Rebecca  Bogle,  his  sister,  (who 
m.  John  P.  Moore)  son  and  daughter  of  Samuel  Bogle  (a  son 
of  William  III)  went  from  Ohio  to  Iowa.  In  1895  Jas.  Holmes 
Bogle,  another  brother,  went  to  Pawnee,  Neb. 

John  Peden  Bogle  and  Joseph  Scott  Bogle,  sons  of  Samuei 
Bogle  (  a  son  of  William  III)  went  from  Ohio  to  Butler  Co.  Kan. 
about  1  869. 

Wm.  Alexander  Bogle,  son  of  Holmes  Bogle,  (a  son  of  Wil¬ 
liam  Bogle  Ill)  lived  and  died  in  Licking  Co.  Ohio.  His  broth¬ 
ers  James  K.,  Erastus,  and  Zenas  M.  went  from  Perry  Co.  Ohio 
to  Crawford  Co.  Kan.  from  1881-1883  at  different  times. 

These  three  died  there.

Inasmuch  as  the  Bogles,  James  and  Andrew  of  West  Penns¬ 
boro’  appear  to  be  the  same  James  and  Andrew  who  later  lived 
in  Fannett  Township  we  here  give  both  townships. 

The  Bogles  of  West  Pennsboro’  Township,  Cumberland  Co. 

We  find  through  Cumberland  county  deeds  recorded  at  Car¬ 
lisle,  that  a  James  Bogle  (indexed  Bogell)  bought  land  in  West 
Pennsboro  as  early  as  1  768  and  that  he  sold  the  same  on  Sept. 
4,  1777  (Deed  Book  1  N-p.  48). 

Also  that  on  the  10th.  of  Aug.  1777,  James  Bogle  of  W. 
Pennsboro’  purchased  a  tract  of  land  from  Samuel  McKeehan 
(Deed  Book  IN-p.  487). 
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This  tract  in  W.  Pennsboro,  the  property  of  Samuel  and  John 
McKighan,  was  on  a  line  with  James  Bogle  s  “other  land.”  We 
find  that  John  McKighan  signed  a  release  conveying  his  rights 
to  James  Bogle  on  Sept.  4,  1777  (  p.  486)  the  same  day 
that  James  Bogle  sold  to  Runnel  Blair  the  tract  he  had  owned 
since  1  768.  Wheth  er  James  Bogle  included  his  newly  ac¬ 
quired  tract  in  his  sale  to  Blair  or  not,  he  certainly  disposed  of 
it  before  the  17  78  assessment,  since  his  name  does  not  appear 
on  the  roll.  In  James  Bogle  s  sale  to  Runnel  Blair  he  signs 
“James  Bogell”  and  there  is  no  signature  of  a  wife.

The  Bogles  of  Fannett  Township,  Cumberland  County,  Pa. 

Fannett  township  bordering  on  West  valleys.  Path,  Amber- 
son,  Horse,  Bear,  hemmed  in  by  mountains,  a  little  world  to 
itself.  There  were  Bogles  living  here  in  17  78  and  until  1  782, 
and  Perhaps  longer. 

We  quote  from  the  Cumberland  county  records  to  show  that 
the  James  Bogle  who  was  selling  land  in  W.  Pennsboro  on  Sept. 
4,  1  777  is  the  same  man  who  on  the  16th.  of  same  month  pur¬ 
chased  a  tract  in  Amberson  Valley,  Fannett  Township.  Also 

that  he  later,  in  1  780,  sold  to  Andrew  Bogle - ihe  s^ame  Andrew 

who  had  been  taxed  in  W.  Pennsboro’  in  1778  and  17-79. 
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In  Cumberland  county  records — Deed  Book  1  0,  pg.  1  80,  und¬ 
er  date  of  April  29,  1  784,  we  find  Andrew  Bogle  of  Cumber¬ 
land  county  conveying  a  tract  to  Robert  Semple  of  Carlisle,  as 
follows: 

“Whereas  Samuel  Perry  of  Shippensburg,  Sept.  7,  1  777 — did 

grant  his  right,  title, _ to  a  certain  tract  in  Amberson  Valley, 

Fannett  Township,  Cumberland  county, _ 318  ac _ to  a 

certain  Isacc  Rea  (Rea-Roy) — warrant  and  patent  to  be  grant¬ 
ed — whereas  the  certain  Isacc  Rea  did  grant  the  same  to  a  cer¬ 
tain  James  Bogle  Sept.  16,  Mil." 

Whereas  the  same  Isaac  Rea — sold  another  tract  and  improve¬ 
ment  in  Amberson  Valley  to  same  James  Bogle’  — 

And  whereas  the  aforesaid  James  Bogle  of  Fannett  Town¬ 
ship,  Cumberland  county,  by  his  indenture  made,  bearing  date 

Apr.  12,  1780 — did  sell  unto  a  certain  Andrew  Bogle - the 

above  tract  being  in  Amberson  Valley”.  “Now  the  said  An¬ 
drew  Bogle  sells  to  said  Robert  Semple” —

From  the  similarity  of  the  “marks “  made  by  Andrew  and 
wife,  Mary,  of  W.  Pennsboro’  and  of  Andrew  and  wife,  Mary, 
cf  Fannett,  and  the  absence  of  Andrew  Bogle  in  W.  Pennsboro 
after  the  1  779  assessment,  we  conclude  that  the  two  deeds  were 
granted  by  the  same  Andrew  Bogle  and  wife,  Mary. 

Since  the  only  record  we  have  of  James  Bogle’s  sale  to  An¬ 
drew  (Apr.  12,  1780)  is  included  in  the  chain  of  title  in  the 
indenture  between  Andrew  Bogle  and  Robert  Semple,  we  have 
no  opportunity  of  seeing  whether  James  had  a  wife  or  what  her 
signature  would  be.

The  Cumberland  county  rolls  for  1  783  and  1  784  are  missing. 
Fannett  township  became  a  part  of  Franklin  county,  which  was 
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cut  off  from  Cumberland  in  1  784,  consequently  Andrew  could 
not  appear  in  the  Cumberland  Co.  lists  for  1785. 

We  know  nothing  further  concerning  James  Bogle  after  1  780, 
his  last  apearance  on  the  rolls.  There  is  nothing  about  him 
nor  his  estate  on  the  Franklin  county  records  at  Chambersburg, 
so  the  reasonable  assumotion  is  that  he  removed  to  some  other 
locality  after  selling  his  land  to  Andrew.  However,  he  may 
have  died  and  his  estate  been  settled  without  recourse  to  the 
usual  process  of  law,  for,  in  that  day,  estates  were  sometimes 
settled  privately  by  the  heirs,  if  they  were  all  of  age.

The  only  record  on  the  docket  at  Carlisle  of  the  Newton  town¬ 
ship  Bogles  is  a  deed  showing  that  on  Jan.  26,  1  780,  James  Bo¬ 
gle,  Yoeman,  of  Newton  township,  York  county,  purchased  from 
John  Wilson,  Yoeman,  and  wife,  Hannah,  of  same  place,  a  cer¬ 
tain  tract  or  parcel  of  land  in  Newton  township, _ (Deed 

Book  IE — pg.  464).

Note  that  Joseph  Bogle  remembered  his  namesakes  in  his  will 
— there  were  four:  Joseph  Bogle,  son  of  my  brother  Samuel 
Joseph  Bogle,  son  of  my  brother  Robert,  deceased 
Joseph  Bogle  Edwards  (probably  not  related) 

Mais  Joseph  Morrison,  “my  nephew.” 

In  Joseph’ s  will  the  “Mais  Joseph  Morrison”  appears  to  have 
been  the  namesake  of  both  Joseph  and  Rachel  (Mais).  This 
nephew  gets  the  most  of  Joseph’s  estate  for  same  reason  and 
that  looks  and  sounds  like  a  good  one. 

This  leads  to  some  speculation  regarding  a  Robert  Bogle  of 
Rowan  county.  North  Carolina  whose  estate  was  in  process  of 
settlement  in  1817.  This  Robert  Bogle  had  a  son  named  “Jos- 
eph  Mays,”  a  combination  of  names  that  associates  in  our  minds 
the  North  Carolina  family  with  that  of  Joseph  and  Rachel  Mays 
Bogle,  of  Penn,  and  raised  the  question  of  relationship.  Their 
other  children  were  William,  James  H.,  Mary  and  Susan. 

Could  this  Robert  of  North  Carolina  have  been  the  “brother 
Robert,  deceased”  whose  son  Joseph  was  bequeathed  40L  in  the 
will?  He  could  not  unless  he  died  prior  to  June  25,  1807,  the 
date  of  Joseph’s  will. 

This  North  Carolina  Robert  Bogle  left  a  will  dated  1  802  but 
the  date  of  probate  was  not  recorded.  In  this  will  he  ordered 
all  his  property,  except  the  home  plantation,  to  be  sold  and  pro¬ 
ceeds  divided.  The  heirs  were  selling  property  in  1817,  so  his 
death  must  have  occurred  sometime  between  1802-1817. 

Mrs.  Clytie  B.  Collier,  a  descendant  of  this  North  Carolina 
family  writes  that  there  are  records,  all  in  the  same  county  (Ro¬ 
wan,  in  N.  C.)  of  a  Robert  Bogle  and  son  Joseph;  of  a  Samuel 
Bogle  and  son  Joseph;  of  a  James  Bogle  and  a  Martha  Bogle. 

Mrs.  Collier  also  writes  that  Robert  Bogle  applied  for  pay  for 
Revolutionary  services  in  that  state:  that  Martha  Bogle  married 
there  (N.  C. )  in  17  76  and  Samuel  witnessed  the  marriage;  that 
Samuel  was  granted  land  by  the  state  of  North  Carolina  in  Oct. 
1  783;  that  she  had  records  of  a  James  in  1820.  She  also  found 
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in  that  same  county  an  Archibald,  Anna,  Peter,  George  and 
William  Bogle.
